WEST Bromwich Albion legend Brendon 
Batson is backing a fundraising appeal in 
aid of the hospice which cared for his late 
wife. 

The 64-year-old’s wife of 38 years Cecily 
in September 2009 died after being diag¬ 
nosed with an aggressive brain tumour. 

She was looked after by nurses from Bir¬ 
mingham St Mary’s Hospice who made her 
as comfortable as possible at home. 

The appeal is giving people the chance 
to buy crafted wrought iron Forget Me Not 
flowers to celebrate the lives of loved ones 
who are no longer with us. 

The 1,500 flowers will then go on dis¬ 
play at Brindleyplace’s central square from 
April 24 to May 1 and by making a donation 


ahead of that, people can have their own 
keepsake flower dedicated to their loved 
one. The colourful flowers have been de¬ 
signed and crafted by the Shropshire-based 
British Ironwork Centre. Mr Batson, who 
made 220 appearances for the Baggies, said 
he was pleased to support the appeal. 

“When my beloved wife Cecily was diag¬ 
nosed with a brain tumour back in 2009, I 
was touched by the care and support from 
nurses at the hospice allowing for her to be 
cared for at home. 

“Each ‘Forget Me Not’ symbolises the cel¬ 
ebration of a loved one and I’ll be dedicating 
my flower to Cecily,” he added. 

Birmingham St Mary’s Hospice is an in¬ 
dependent charity providing hospice care to 


people across Birmingham and Sandwell. 
Caring for around 1,200 people a year, many 
hospice patients remain at home for much 
of their illness, where they are supported by 
the community palliative care and Hospice 
at Home teams, who work in conjunction 
with GPs, consultants and other medical 
professionals.

Safety fears as vehicles parked on corners of junctions 

'CHAOS' OF CARS 
OUTSIDE SCHOOL 


PARKING outside a school has been described as 
‘chaotic’ with parents parking on junctions and in¬ 
cidents of road rage. 

Sundeep Samra, whose son attends Holly Lodge High School 
in Smethwick, has even resorted to filming the problems in a 
bid to get a council reaction. She said: “Parents are parking on 
the corners of the junctions so you can’t see down the road, and 


you have 1,500 children using 1 

“It is chaotic and I’ve asked the 
council to come down but nothing is 
being done about it. So I started film¬ 
ing it one day. But I was just shouted 
at by other parents.” 

A reporting team visited the school 
during an afternoon pick-up and saw 
that badly parked cars were blocking 
a bus from driving down Holly Lane. 

The school has acknowledged the 
problems, while Sandwell Council says 
it is increasing patrols by officers and 
their CCTV car around the school. 

Approaches 

Headteacher Paul Shone said: “The 
school has been concerned for a num¬ 
ber of years about the level of park¬ 
ing outside the school. We have made 
approaches to the Highways Depart¬ 
ment of the Local Authority who have 
looked at the matter. 

“They have said that we could ex¬ 
tend the zig-zag lines further along 
the road outside the school however 
this would speed traffic up and they 
would prefer to keep it this way, 
slowing the traffic down to prevent a 
higher level impact collision. 

“We are concerned at the nature 
and way that people park around

corners and on junctions which has 
potential to obstruct buses and cause 
problems. We fully support the con¬ 
cerns raised and have written to par¬ 
ents in the past asking them to park 
further away from school, especially 
since the pavements are very narrow. 
It is good to see parents getting in¬ 
volved and sharing these concerns.” 

Councillor David Hosell, cabinet 
member for highways and environ¬ 
ment in Sandwell said: “We would 
urge all parents to park legally and 
safely and not to risk children’s safety 
by parking dangerously and irrespon¬ 
sibly. 

“We are aware of parking issues 
around schools in Sandwell and have 
invested £50,000 in a camera car that 
uses CCTV enforcement. Holly Lane 
and roads around Holly Lodge High 
school are visited regularly by the 
CCTV camera car. A rota is operated 
to ensure each school can be visited as 
often as possible. We are increasing 
our patrols around the school using 
both our CCTV car and officers.”

Spellar in call to 
be ‘Brexit ready’ 

A SANDWELL MP has urged the Govern¬ 
ment to ensure the country is ‘Brexit ready’ 
after Downing Street announced the Prime 
Minister will trigger Article 50 next week. 

Theresa May is set to start the historic 
process of pulling the UK out of the EU on 
March 29. It comes nine months after the 
country voted to leave the bloc in the June 
23 referendum. 

Warley Labour MP John Spellar said: 
“It is important the Government turns its 
attentions to ensuring the UK is working 
efficiently enough to compete in the post- 
Brexit world.” The move was announced 
after Britain’s envoy to Brussels, Sir Tim 
Barrow, informed the office of EU President 
Donald Tusk of the PM’s intentions.

TOM Watson says it is vital that Of¬ 
com’s investigation into Rupert Mur¬ 
doch’s 21st Century Fox’s takeover bid 
for Sky takes into account a thorough 
examination of corporate governance. 

Labour’s shadow culture secretary 
welcomed the Government’s interven¬ 
tion on the proposed deal, which would 
see Fox pay £11.7 billion for the 61 per 
cent stake in Sky it does not already 
own. 

However, West Bromwich East MP 
Mr Watson said it was ‘regrettable’ that 
Ofcom will only have 40 days to conduct 
a ‘fit and proper person’ test on manage¬ 


ment. He has asked for assurances that 
the inquiry will look at corporate gov¬ 
ernance, having previously raised con¬ 
cerns over Mr Murdoch’s involvement 
in the phone hacking scandal. 

Culture Secretary Karen Bradley said 
she had called the investigation as she 
was not satisfied her concerns surround¬ 
ing media plurality and commitment to 
broadcasting standards were being ad¬ 
dressed. 

Announcing the investigation in the 
Commons, Ms Bradley said: “While the 
representations from 21st Century Fox 
highlighted areas where it contested the 


thorough 

position taken in my minded-to letter, 
none of the representations have led me 
to dismiss the concerns I have regarding 
the two public interest grounds I previ¬ 
ously specified. 

“I am of the view that it remains both 
important, given the issues raised, and 
wholly appropriate for me to seek com¬ 
prehensive advice from Ofcom on these 
public interest considerations and from 
the Competition and Markets Authority, 
CMA, on jurisdiction issues.” 

Ofcom will have up to May 16 to re¬ 
port back to Ms Bradley on a number of 
public interest concerns. 


Rate of empty shops 
among worst in UK 

WEST Bromwich has the second 
highest number of empty shops 
in the West Midlands, new fig¬ 
ures have revealed. 

Data from the Local Data Compa¬ 
ny (LDC) shows that with a 22.2 per 
cent vacancy rate, West Bromwich is 
among the worst towns for retail va¬ 
cancies in the entire country. 

It comes only second to Walsall in the 
West Midlands, with a retail vacancy rate 
of 22.8 per cent. The statistics relate to the 
vacancy rates in 2016, and although still 
very high are an improvement as previous 
figures from the LDC. 

In 2015 the vacancy rate in West Brom¬ 
wich was 2.7 per cent higher, and in Wal¬ 
sall it was 3.2 per cent higher. 

Council leader, Steve Eling said: “It’s 
largely because of Queen Square, that’s 
the big problem, with most of the empty 
shops there. It has now got new owners and 
they are doing what they can. Elsewhere 
in West Bromwich it is looking really good, 
with New Square having nearly all of the 
shops filled and King’s Square too. 

Struggling 

“It is a concern, as it is for high streets 
up and down the country which are all 
struggling.” 

Five shops a day were lost from Britain’s 
high streets in 2016, but since Brexit there 
seems to have been a reverse in this trend, 
according to the LDC. Their latest annual 
report on Great Britain’s retail and leisure 
trends shows how the run up to Brexit saw 
an increase in the number of shops closing, 
where it reached a peak at the time of the 
referendum in mid-2016. 

Yet their final quarter of the year, the 
most important for many retailers, saw 
more shops opening and closing and the 
positive trend has continued into 2017. 

Matthew Hopkinson of LDC, said: “It 
was clear at the halfway stage in 2016 that 
both openings and closures had slowed 
sharply by the date of the EU referendum 
vote. In a year of surprises, what followed 
was a bump after the slump. Both openings 
and closures rose back to early-year levels 
in the autumn, but this time openings had 
the upper hand and began to correct the 
net losses of the mid-year trough. It was 
not enough to fill the gap, but by Christmas 
it had begun to repair the damage.” 


Eyesore former pub site up for sale

AN arson-stricken former pub has 
been put on the market for more 
than £200,000 - with hopes of it 
being redeveloped. 

The Royal Oak, on Whitehall 
Road in Tipton, has been struck 
by vandals in recent months after 
it has stood in a crumbling derelict 
state for more than 10 years. It is 
has now been put on the market 
with The Property Shop along 
with the two adjoining houses for 
£245,000. 

Councillor Joanne Hadley, who 
represents the Great Bridge ward, 
branded it an eyesore. She said: “I 


wanted them to put a Section 215 
on it and get it pulled down. It has 
stood in such a state for too long 
now. 

“It was constantly being set 
alight to at one point. 

“I am happy that as long as the 
new person who buys it is given a 
set amount of time to do something 
with it - either develop or demol¬ 
ish. It is just a complete eyesore. 
There are too many derelict prop¬ 
erties in Sandwell.” 

The pub has been reduced to a 
wreck and bears the scars of previ¬ 
ous arson attacks, including a mas¬ 


sive hole in its roof. Some of the 
building’s walls have also fallen in. 

Concerns were also raised by 
residents last year as the site was 
branded dangerous by West Mid¬ 
lands Fire Service. 

Residents and councillors have 
been left frustrated by the lack of 
action over the pub. 

Planners at Sandwell Council 
were asked to issue a section 215 
maintenance notice to the owners, 
which would require it to either be 
repaired or knocked down, other¬ 
wise the council would do it and 
send the owners the bill. 


Jail for raids 
by one-man 
crime wave 
drug addict 

A PROLIFIC burglar who broke into 
seven homes in 12 days has started a 
four and a half year jail sentence. 

Wayne Porter attacked and robbed an 
83-year-old man at one of the addresses 
and stole jewellery of immense senti¬ 
mental value from a recently bereaved 
widower at another, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

“It was a short burst of intense activ¬ 
ity,” said Mr Ian Ball, prosecuting. 

Porter made random calls at homes 
in the West Bromwich and Tipton area, 
smashing windows to get in when he 
thought the address was empty, contin¬ 
ued the prosecutor. 

The 31-year-old cut himself at the 
scene of several of the crimes leaving 
tell-tale blood stains that matched his 
DNA and led to his arrest. The one-man 
crime wave began at Dovecote Close, 
Tipton on November 9 where there was 
an untidy search but nothing was stolen. 
However, in subsequent raids Porter did 
manage to steal valuable items such as a 
£1,400 computer. 

Mr Simon Burch, defending, said Por¬ 
ter had been hooked on Class A drugs 
since the age of 15 and turned to crime 
to feed the habit. 

The defendant from Roshven Road, 
Balsall Heath, who had a string of previ¬ 
ous convictions and was on licence from 
jail at the time, admitted six burglaries 
and a robbery together with the theft of 
chocolate valued at £290 from a Pound- 
land store. Recorder Justin Widoger 
said: “People must be protected in their 
own home, especially the elderly.” 

Kicking off for 
sports sessions 

A SPORTS club aimed at people with 
learning disabilities is being launched 
in Tipton. Staff at Farley Park Lodge 
Community Centre, in Great Bridge, are 
hosting the new sports sessions. 

The project is the latest step in an 
overall vision to make Farley Park 
Lodge a centre for healthy eating and 
exercise. It currently runs activities for 
young and older people. 

The new sports sessions start on 
Wednesday 29 March and run from 12- 
2pm. Councillor Preet Gill, Sandwell 
Council’s cabinet member for public 
health and protection, said: “This will 
be a much-welcomed new activity to 
help people with additional needs keep 
healthy.”

virus cases 
go up after 
cuts to hand 
gel budget 

A BLACK Country hospital saved al¬ 
most £10,000 from its hand gel budget 
- while the number of norovirus cases 
at the hospital increased. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals NHS Trust reduced the 
amount it spent on the anti-bacterial 
hand gels at Sandwell General Hospi¬ 
tal from £40,000 in 2015 to £30,000 
last year. 

While the number of Norovirus 
cases reported at the hospital in¬ 
creased from 16 to 22. The decision to 
make cuts was defended by the hospi¬ 
tal trust, which said day-to-day opera¬ 
tions ‘have not been affected’. 

Elaine Newell, chief nurse at 
Sandwell General Hospital, said: “As 
part of our procurement processes we 
regularly review the cost effectiveness 
of the products we use to ensure best 
value for money. This does not affect 
the day-to-day operations of our hos¬ 
pitals. We don’t compromise on pa¬ 
tient safety when making a decision 
on the product to use.” 

Similarly, The Royal Wolverhamp¬ 
ton NHS Trust, which runs Wolver¬ 
hampton New Cross, spent just under 
£40,000 on the gel in 2015, before cut¬ 
ting it to £35,000 last year. 

There were 91 Norovirus cases at 
the hospital in 2015, before going 
down to 82 last year. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust, 
which manages Walsall Manor Hos¬ 
pital, also made savings, cutting al¬ 
most £2,000 from a spend of just over 
£22,000 in 2015. At Walsall Manor, 
there were 44 Norovirus cases in 
2015, and then 51 last year. 

Apprenticeships 
event success 

MORE than a hundred people signed 
up for apprenticeships at an event at 
Sandwell Council House in Oldbury. 

There were 109 enrolments on the 
council’s programme to help young 
people onto the career ladder with 
apprenticeships both with the council 
and local businesses. 

Rachel Davies aged 20, from Rowley 
Regis, was at the event. 

She said: “Today has been very 
helpful to me. It’s opened my mind 
up to go for my dreams, to never give 
up and always believe in yourself and 
achieve more.” 

More than 200 people came through 
the doors throughout the day, includ¬ 
ing parents and grandparents sup¬ 
porting young people interested in 
starting an apprenticeship.

The locket found in Shropshire 


A 300-YEAR-OLD locket discovered 
by an Oldbury metal detectorist has 
been declared treasure trove by a cor¬ 
oner. 

Inscribed with the words ‘Yours or 
Not Mine’, the silver love token was 
found by Shawn Paynter in a field 
near Greete, close to Ludlow. 

Mr Paynter had been on a club rally 
in the area on January 31 last year 
when he came across the find. 

The locket, which measures 
29.52mm in height and 19.52mm in 
width is thought to date back to the 
17th century. It is decorated with 


hearts, flowers, zig zags and notches. 

It was declared treasure at an in¬ 
quest held at Shirehall in Shrewsbury 
by John Ellery, senior coroner for 
Shropshire, Telford & Wrekin. 

As was a dozen silver coins, dating 
back to the times of Henry VIII dis¬ 
covered by a farm labourer out with 
his metal detector. David Franklin, 
34, had taken up the hobby of metal 
detectoring a year before he made his 
find on land also near Ludlow. 

After a fruitless day spent scouring 
nearby fields, he had almost given up 
and was walking through woodland 


when the machine went off. So he 
started to dig. 

Underneath the foliage and loam 
and buried about six to eight inches 
below the surface he found the first 
of his coins. 

The inquest heard that the hoard 
was probably a purse that had con¬ 
tained 19 silver shillings and groats 
from the late Tudor period. 

A number of the coins were from 
the reign of Queen Mary I and several 
were from the reign of Elizabeth I. 
A fragmented coin was dated to the 
reign of Henry VIII.

Dragonboat race 
will aid appeal 

ALL proceeds from the annual drag¬ 
onboat race in the centre of Birming¬ 
ham are to go to the Cure Leukaemia 
appeal to raise £1 million to help ex¬ 
pand the Centre for Clinical Haema¬ 
tology in the city.

Street Basin to the Barclaycard Arena. 

Work begins to 
build 167 homes 

WORK to build more than 160 homes 
in Smethwick has begun. The con¬ 
struction of 167 houses, which vary 
from two, three, to four bedrooms, 
has got under way in Mafeking Road 
by developer Countryside. 

The work has been welcomed by 
ward councillors. St Paul’s councillor 
Zahoor Ahmed said the houses will 
help ‘uplift’ the area. 

“This is good news for the commu¬ 
nity and local people,” said Councillor 
Ahmed. “There is always demand for 
housing. We as councillors welcome 
progress in the area.” 

Passenger delays 
after services hit 

RAIL passengers faced delays as ser¬ 
vices were cancelled after trespassers 
made their way onto train lines. Train 
operator London Midland reported 
trespassers on the rail tracks between 
Wolverhampton and Birmingham 
New Street on Friday night. 

Trespassers were also reported on 
the line between Solihull and Bir¬ 
mingham Moor Street, and at Acocks 
Green. As a result, the train service 
between Birmingham New Street to 
Liverpool Lime Street was cancelled.

Homes for elderly due 
at former landfill site 


DOZENS of homes for the elder¬ 
ly are set to be built on a disused 
landfill site. 

The land, off Moor Lane in Rowley Regis, 
will be used for a mixture of 60 one bedroom 
flats and 30 two bedroom flats with communal 
facilities for adult social care. 

The Sandwell Council scheme was due to be 
discussed at a council meeting on Tuesday. 

A report on the plans states: “The site was 
historically used for landfill purposes and this 
proposal would result in it being brought back 
into beneficial use and provide the opportunity 
to improve the remaining open space. 

“The development of an extra care scheme 
will provide support for older people to ad¬ 
dress the future needs of vulnerable adults as 
identified in the accommodation and support 
strategy and contribute towards the facing the 
future savings.” 

Design proposals are currently being drawn 
up. 

The site, which is near Rowley Regis Hos¬ 
pital, has been occupied by travelling circuses 
and fairgrounds, while fears over travellers set¬ 
ting up camp there have been raised. 

Successes 

Council leader, Steve Eling, said: “It is part 
of our extra care scheme, a number of which we 
have in Sandwell. 

“It is for elderly people who need a lot of care 
but would rather be in their own flat with care 
facilities rather than in a care home. 

“The scheme is one of the real successes in 
Sandwell’s care services. We have got a lot of 
elderly people in the borough and this is really 
a positive move.” 

Councillor Eling added: “There is a national 
social care crisis, but we haven’t got that prob¬ 
lem in Sandwell - we haven’t got bed-blocking, 
because of our social care provision and our 
extra care scheme. We are an example to other 
areas.” 

The authority recently approved a 4.99 per 
cent council taxi rise, which includes three per 
cent to fund social care. It will mean house¬ 
holds paying around £1 a week extra from 
April. 

The Moor Lane site is in a residential area 
close to Blackheath town centre. Similar de¬ 
velopments have already been created by the 
council in Smethwick, West Bromwich and Tip- 
ton. Councillor Eling added: “We haven’t got 
one of these type of facilities in that part of the 
borough.”

HS2 hub hopes 
for 77,000 jobs 

AN ambitious 20-year growth plan 
based on the arrival of HS2 in the 
West Midlands could create up to 
77,500 jobs, it has been claimed. 

The plan for the UK Central Hub 
- which takes in Solihull, Birming¬ 
ham Airport, the NEC, Jaguar Land 
Rover and the proposed new HS2 
Interchange Station - was unveiled 
last week at the MIPIM international 
property show in Cannes. 

Supporters say it could add £4.1 
billion to the local economy, taking in 
775,000 sq m of development land and 
provide space for up to 4,000 homes. 

Third of farmers 
hit by dumping 

MORE than a third of farming busi¬ 
nesses in the West Midlands and Staf¬ 
fordshire claim to have had illegal 
waste dumped on their land in the 
last three years, research shows. 

An awareness campaign has been 
launched in the affected communities 
who are largely unaware that they 
are open to fines, prosecution and 
even imprisonment due to ignorance 
of the ‘duty of care’ law. A new survey 
commissioned by ‘right Waste, right 
Place’ shows owners are increasingly 
turning to councils for help.

Hospital is top for flu vaccinations 


A HOSPITAL has been ranked the 
top in the country for vaccinating its 
front line staff against flu. 

Figures published by Department 
of Health revealed that over 95 per 
cent of the front line staff at Birming¬ 
ham Children’s Hospital were vacci¬ 
nated, over 30 per cent higher than 
the national figure of over 63 per cent. 

The six-month campaign kicked 
off in September 2016 and involved a 


‘jab-a-thon’, where more than 1,000 
staff received their vaccinations in 
the first week. 

Having recently integrated with 
Birmingham Women’s Hospital to 
form Birmingham Women’s and Chil¬ 
dren’s NHS Foundation Trust, the 
campaign ran across both hospitals, 
with the Women’s also securing a re¬ 
cord uptake of 68 per cent front line 
staff vaccinated. 


This means together the hospi¬ 
tals have managed to secure around 
40,000 tetanus vaccines in total. 

Mary Hobin, head of nursing and 
lead for the flu campaign at Birming¬ 
ham Women’s and Children’s NHS 
Foundation Trust, said: “We are so 
proud of all of our incredible staff for 
taking responsibility to protect them¬ 
selves, our women, children and fam¬ 
ilies, their colleagues and their own 


families from flu. As we well know, 
flu can be a nasty and sometimes 
life-threatening bug, especially for the 
vulnerable people we care for, so it’s 
really important we do everything we 
can to protect everybody. This year’s 
campaign really hit home with many 
of us and has meant we could do even 
more to protect not just women, chil¬ 
dren and families in this country, but 
mums and babies in Africa too.” 


New rules see tougher 
tests for taxi drivers

TAXI drivers in Sandwell will 
have to pass a tougher test 
proving knowledge of the 
area, good English - and will 
also have a dress code. 

The rules on clothing, footwear 
and personal hygiene has been 
branded ‘ridiculous’ by taxi chiefs. 

They will also be required to under¬ 
take training on issues around child 
sexual exploitation and disability as 
part of the new Sandwell Council rules. 

There will also be ban on tinted win¬ 
dows and the council says it will no 
longer be accepting driving experience 
in other countries. Prospective cabbies 
must have held a full UK licence for 
two years and will have to pay for the 
suitability test. 

Existing drivers with serious crimi¬ 
nal offences are to have their licences 
reviewed by the council’s licensing 
committee. Shaz Saleem, of the West 
Midlands Taxi Drivers Association, 
said: “Some of the ideas in these new 
policies are ridiculous. Having a dress 
code is ridiculous. That has nothing to 
do with customers’ safety.” 

Priorities 

Mr Saleem welcomed improvements 
to the knowledge test, but said driv¬ 
ers should not have to pay extra as it 
should be part of the licence. 

Councillor Preet Gill, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for public health and protection, 
said: “The public’s safety is at the top 
of our priorities. Something which I 
think is really important is that they 
will now have to go through CSE 
training. We have started rolling it out 
gradually but it will now be something 
they all have to do.” 

The current verbal knowledge test 
requires the applicant for a driver’s li¬ 
cence to answer 10 questions based on 
the law and conditions attached to the 
licence. Any applicants must answer 
eight questions correctly in order to 
pass the test, and must do so within 
three attempts. 

But this current knowledge test does 
not contain any arithmetic, Highway 
Code, or location questions. The tinted 
windows rule does not apply to limos 
or those vehicles already fitted with 
them prior to the new rules.

THOUSANDS of students from 
across the Black Country got a 
glimpse into the exciting world of 
science and maths at this year’s 
Big Bang Fair.

Students were able to take part in 
a variety of activities and workshops 
run by hundreds of science and engi¬ 
neering-based companies. 

They could even try their hand at 
surgery, identifying body parts in a 
gooey rubber doll to develop their 
biology skills. Birmingham City Uni¬ 
versity put on the workshop, also 
teaching children about the skeleton 
and x-rays. AJ Wallace, radiographer

Tata consultancy and Jaguar Land 
Rover (JLR) were on hand to show 
how thermal imaging cameras can be 
used to show the naturally occurring 
contours in sand and how technology 
is advancing in the industry. 

Cameron Hargreaves, application 
manager for JLR, said: “The technol¬ 
ogy makes an everyday box of sand, 
which children love, into a colour¬ 
ful example of how the technology 
works to explore natural contours in 
the land.” 


Officers in 
swoop on 
motorbike 
menaces 

SEVEN suspected motorbike men¬ 
aces were arrested from their homes 
during morning raids - as West Mid¬ 
lands Police underlines its commit¬ 
ment to tackle lawless road rallies. 

Most were detained at addresses 
in Birmingham and one picked up in 
Leicester in the latest phase of police 
action targeting off-road bikers who 
brought chaos to the region’s roads 
during so called ‘ride out’ gatherings. 

The men, aged between 19 and 25, 
were arrested last Friday on suspicion 
of causing a public nuisance. 

They are the latest group suspected 
of being involved in illegal motorbike 
rallies that last year saw louts taking 
to the streets on scramblers, pit bikes, 
mini motos and quad bikes. 

In December, West Midlands Police 
executed dozens of warrants across 
the region that led to the arrest of 28 
suspects and the seizure of 27 bikes. 

Sgt Adam Jobson said: “Those ar¬ 
rested remain on police bail; we are 
working closely with prosecutors to 
secure charges against them and il¬ 
lustrate that this type of behaviour is 
dangerous and won’t be tolerated. 

“We’ve seen off-road bikers clog¬ 
ging up our roads, intimidating other 
road users, jumping red lights, speed¬ 
ing and pulling stunts in the street. 
It’s totally unacceptable. 

“We now have anti-social motoring 
and street racing injunctions in force 
across the whole of Solihull, Birming¬ 
ham and the Black Country - and 
several people have been handed sus¬ 
pended jail terms and heavy fines for 
breaching the injunctions.” 

Homes scheme 
nearly finished 

A MAJOR project has taken a step 
nearer completion - with the final 
phase of the development getting un¬ 
der way. 

The last phase of development in 
Perry Common in Kingstanding will 
see land off Witton Lodge Road and 
Dovedale Road revamped for 166 new 
homes - 77 social homes for rent and 
89 for sale. 

The project has brought together 
Birmingham Municipal Housing 
Trust, Lovell Partnerships and resi¬ 
dents of Perry Common through the 
Witton Lodge Community Associa¬ 
tion. 

Council chiefs have said construc¬ 
tion work will finish no later than 
summer 2018 and improvement 
works to the public open space will be 
completed in autumn 2018.

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Uni brings in 
£3.5bn each 
year for UK 
economy 

THE University of Birmingham con¬ 
tributes £3.5 billion to the UK econo¬ 
my every year - enough to build seven 
flagship hospitals or 140 new second¬ 
ary schools, new figures show. 

A report published following re¬ 
search carried out by London Eco¬ 
nomics reveals that the country’s first 
civic university now supports 15,545 
jobs in the West Midlands - almost 
one in 50 jobs in Birmingham. 

The report, which measured the 
economic impact of the University on 
the city of Birmingham and the West 
Midlands region during the 2014/15 
academic year, was launched at the 
university’s annual meeting. 

London Economics placed the value 
of the University’s international un¬ 
dergraduate students at more than 
£160 million in 2014/15. 

The University’s teaching contrib¬ 
utes £1.34 billion to the UK economy, 
while its research and knowledge 
transfer activity is worth £885 mil¬ 
lion, with every £1 million of invest¬ 
ment from UK Research Councils 
generating an additional £12 m illi on 
to the economy. 

Speaking at the university’s annual 
meeting, vice chancellor, Professor Sir 
David Eastwood, said: “The £3.5 bil¬ 
lion figure clearly demonstrates that 
the University of Birmingham is not 
only a major economic force in the 
region, but also nationally and inter¬ 
nationally. 

“We are building talent and skills 
in the region. Almost one in 50 jobs 
in Birmingham depend on the Uni¬ 
versity.” 

Chiefs look into 
games possibility 

COUNCIL bosses in Birmingham are 
looking into the possibility of hosting 
the Commonwealth Games in 2022. 

It comes as the Commonwealth 
Games Federation announced the city 
of Durban, in South Africa, which was 
due to host the sports event, did not 
meet criteria set by the CGF. 

Councillor Ian Ward, deputy leader 
of Birmingham City Council, said: 
“We are aware of the decision to seek 
a new host for the 2022 games. 

“Here in Birmingham we are al¬ 
ready in the advanced stages of pro¬ 
ducing a detailed feasibility study on 
what would be needed. That is due 
to be completed in the coming weeks 
and we are in close contact with the 
Government about the developing sit¬ 
uation.”

Jail for member of gang 
part of 

A MAN from from the Black Country 
has been jailed for more than eight 
years for his part in a Romanian 
crime gang which bagged £3million 
in jewellery shop raids across the 
country. 

In 14 months the ‘extremely organised’ 
gang believed to have been trained at an 
‘Romanian Crime Academy’ hit 11 stores. 

They employed advanced strategies includ¬ 
ing cycling to their targets, cordoning off roads 
with industrial cables to reduce traffic and wit¬ 
nesses, and even lighting fires to distract emer¬ 
gency services. 

The group would also pitch themselves up in 
tents two to three miles away and would bury 
their waste to avoid leaving traces of DNA. 

Among the gang was Vasile Daniel Cardos, 
aged, 26, from Halesowen Street, Rowley Regis 
who was sentenced on Friday to eight years 
and two months in prison for conspiracy to 
commit burglaries. Four others, of no fixed ad¬ 
dress, were handed the same punishment. 

Aggravated 

They are Bogdan Costel Neagu, aged 24, loan 
Bucuresteanu, aged 24, Silvu loan Acatrinei, 
aged 20, and Andrei Florin Tifui, aged 28. 

Ioachim Karp, aged 19, also of no fixed 
address, was sentenced to six years and six 
months for aggravated burglary and conspir¬ 
acy. A further man is due to be sentenced on 
March 28. 

Detective Chief Inspector Ricky Fields, from 
Staffordshire Police’s Force Safeguarding and 
Investigation, said: “We’re dealing with a 
group of individuals who are extremely organ¬ 
ised and forensically aware,” he said. 

“They went to great lengths and employed 
an interesting MO in an attempt to avoid de¬ 
tection. The group could be linked to the crime 
academy in Romania as several of the members 
came from the same region of the country and 
employed similar strategies. 

“The Romanian Crime Academy recruits 
men and provides a strict code for its members 
as well as training in numerous techniques, 
such as avoiding being followed as well as un¬ 
derstanding forensic evidence. They employed 
a number of strategies including cycling to the 
scenes of their crimes and cordoning off sec¬ 
tions of road to reduce traffic and observers.” 

The gang targeted Beaverbrooks, Fraser 
Hart and Goldsmiths chains as well as inde¬ 
pendent traders.

Pioneering recycling process starts 



The PHS recycling site - the first in the UK to be able to handle feminine hygiene products 


A MULTI-MILLION pound in¬ 
vestment has created a recycling 
site in the Black Country. 

The site in West Bromwich will 
be the first in the UK able to han¬ 
dle feminine hygiene products. 

Currently hundreds of m illi ons 
of tampons, pads and nappies go 
for landfill, where it is estimated 
they will take up to 500 years to 
decompose. But waste manage¬ 
ment company PHS Group has 
come up with a cost-effective 
way of recycling these hygiene 
products on an industrial scale. 
The centre to handle the waste is 


based at Kelvin Way, in West Bro¬ 
mwich, to take advantage of the 
area’s transport links. 

Just four staff will be able to 
process up to 45,000 tonnes of 
waste a year when the plant hits 
full capacity. 

Called LifeCycle, the process 
combines mechanical separation 
with chemical treatment and 
converts the highly absorbent hy¬ 
giene products into Refused De¬ 
rived Fuel (RDF), which is then 
supplied to the alternative energy 
market both in the UK and in Eu¬ 
rope. 


RDF is typically burned in bio¬ 
mass plants to produce electricity 
and hot water either for municipal 
power systems, the National Grid 
or individual companies. 

Justin Tydeman, chief execu¬ 
tive of PHS Group, said: “Hygiene 
products are an essential part of 
many of our everyday lives but 
disposing of them has always been 
an issue. 

“For the first time, we can all 
enjoy the benefits that the prod¬ 
ucts bring and know that they are 
disposed of in an environmentally 
responsible way.”

IT is 46 years this year since I became 
a nurse. When I started nursing it was 
in a large hospital for those with learn¬ 
ing disabilities in 1971. Even then we 
were told changes were in the system 
and ‘care in the community’ was the 
best way. 

However the hospitals closed but the 
care in the community never material¬ 
ised - in fact if you look back 40 years 
at the numbers of district nurses, mid¬ 
wives, etc, there were in the 80s you 
cannot fail to see the difference. The 
patients that were thrown out of hos¬ 
pitals these days often living on street 


corners, the same has happened to the 
elderly. 

At one time almost every corner had 
some form of home for the elderly and 
our large hospitals had geriatric wings 
to help if the elderly needed help at 
home there were district nurses. 

The Government is cutting back on 
care in the community whilst increas¬ 
ing the demand for it - the mentally 
ill elderly and those with learning dis¬ 
abilities are desperate for care yet the 
Government is cutting spending. Back 
in the 80s we were building more hos¬ 
pitals and training more nurses, the 


NHS is the worst I have known. There 
are more people in this country than 
ever - the birth rate is at its highest 
for 50 years, you cannot blame all the 
problems of the NHS on an ageing pop¬ 
ulation. 

We have to urgently employ and 
train more nurses to replace ones that 
are leaving and spend more on hos¬ 
pitals - a lot could be raised simply 
by raising NHS contributions. The 
French pay a bigger stamp but have a 
much better system.

“Someone knows where this man is 
and I’d remind them that harbouring 
a wanted man is a criminal offence and 
you may also face prosecution.” 

Parker-Lee is described as danger¬ 
ous. He should not be approached by 
members of the public. Any sightings 
of him should be reported to police im¬ 
mediately on 999.

Police also continue to hunt for 
34-year-old Damian Hill, wanted in 
connection to a robbery at Costcutters 
on Wynall Lane, Wollescote on Decem¬ 
ber 20 at about 10.10pm.

A MAN smashed the living room 
windows of a house with a crow¬ 
bar while a mother and her four 
children were terrified inside, a 
court heard.

He then began 
to smash the glass in the front door and 
it flew over me and hit the mirror taking 
chips out of it. We have been left feeling 
incredibly scared and upset following this.” 

The court heard how Ms Ledbury had 
recognised Sadler from seeing him while 
out shopping and in newspaper coverage. 

Sadler was found guilty of the offence 
and given a 12 month community order, a 
criminal behaviour order not to enter the 
Friar Park area and a restraining order 
against the victim. He was also ordered to 
pay court costs and compensation totalling 
an excess of £400. It comes just months 
after Sadler was cleared of killing 15-year- 
old Adam Jones in West Bromwich who was 
knocked down by a car.

A MEMORIAL to the victims of the 
Tunisia terror attacks - including 
three members of the same Black 
Country family - will be constructed 
in a West Midlands park. 

Cannon Hill Park in Birmingham 
has been chosen as the location for 
the monument which will pay tribute 
to those killed in Sousse and Tunis 
in 2015. The place of ‘remembrance, 
commemoration and reflection’ is due 
to open next year. 

Joel Richards, 19, his uncle Adrian 
Evans, 44, and grandfather Pat 
Evans, 78, were among those who lost 
their lives during terrorist Seifeddine 
Rezgui’s rampage at the Riu Imperial 
Marhaba hotel in Sousse on June 26, 
2015. 

Joel’s younger brother Owen, just 
16 at the time, survived the attack. 

Others killed included former Bir¬ 
mingham City FC player Dennis 
Thwaites, 70, and his wife Elaine, 69, 
and Sue Davey, 44, who grew up in 
West Bromwich. 

The attack followed a previous as¬ 
sault on Bardo National Museum in 
the capital city of Tunis on March 18, 
2015, which claimed the life of Sally 
Adey from Shifnal. 

Chiefs said Cannon Hill Park, 
which is opposite Edgbaston Cricket 
Ground, was chosen because of its 
central location, seclusion and tran¬ 
quillity.

Breeders get their 
goat in farm bid

FARMERS at Sandwell Valley are working on a special 
breeding programme to increase a stock of very rare goats 
on the fields in West Bromwich - and to preserve the 
breed forever. The attractive black-and-white Bagot goats 
are part of a special conservation effort to increase their 
numbers, because there are now fewer than 200 registered 
breeding females left. 

The council is helping with the scheme to breed the goats 
naturally and by artificial insemination methods in a pro¬ 
ject run by the Rare Breeds Survival Trust (RBST). 

Melissa Underwood-Grattage, working farm manager 
at Sandwell Valley, said the Bagot goats are owned by 
the RBST and in the care of Sandwell staff to care for as 
an approved farm park. She said: “We have successfully 
managed to harvest four grade A embryos from four of 
our nanny goats. These have been frozen and put into the 
RBST’s gene bank and we are pleased with the result be¬ 
cause this was the first time that this has ever been tried 
with primitive goats.” 

Farmers at Forge Mill Farm in the Valley helped with 
the work during a month-long fertility programme. 

Melissa added: “In theory, by storing frozen embryos we 
have helped to preserve the breed forever. 

“We have also successfully bred the other four nanny 
goats and the first of them gave birth on 28 February. The 
offspring from these goats will form part of our breeding 
stock here at the country park in years to come.” 


Police chase 
teen ended 


up in canal 


A TEENAGER led police on a high speed 
chase, driving on the wrong side of the road, 
rushing through red lights and forcing pe¬ 
destrians to jump out of the way. 

However, 19-year-old Myles Harris was given a 
suspended sentence because it was his first offence. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard and saw CCTV of 
how Harris was chased by 


police through Smethwick 
and en route to Birming¬ 
ham, before finally being 
caught in the canal. 

The pursuit started at 
8.45pm on December 1 at 
Grove Lane in Smethwick, 
when police spotted a Fiat 
Punto which they initially 
suspected was stolen. 

According to Harris, of 
Camborne Close, Aston, 
he had instead borrowed it 
from a friend, despite hav¬ 
ing no insurance, in order to 
attend a football match. 

He was sentenced last 
Tuesday after previously 
pleading guilty to danger¬ 
ous driving and for driving 
without insurance. 

Prosecuting, Mr David 
Bennett, said: “The police 
activated their flashing 
lights and sirens, but the 
defendant failed to stop.” 

Mr Bennett described 
the lengthy chase, at one 
point was doing 70mph 
in a 30mph zone along 
Booth Street. When the car 
reached Dudley Road, Mr 
Bennett said: “He forced pe¬ 
destrians who were crossing

the road to jump out of the 
way.” 

It wasn’t until Harris 
and the pursuing officers 
reached Sheepcote Street in 
Birmingham, more than two 
miles away, that police were 
able to block him in. He then 
appeared to fall or jump into 
the canal, and officers went 
in to bring him back on to 
land and arrest him. 

Defending, Mr Simon 
Burch, said: “It the mindless 
stupidity of a teenager.” He 
told the court that his client 
had recently secured a job at 
a factory in West Bromwich. 

Harris received a nine 
month prison sentence sus¬ 
pended for 18 months, and 
must complete 120 hours of 
unpaid work. He is also dis¬ 
qualified from driving for at 
least 18 months, but must 
retake a driving test. 

Although he received no 
separate penalty for having 
no insurance, his licence 
will also be endorsed, and he 
must pay £500 contribution 
to court costs.

Chance to track city's 
rich transport heritage 


ON Saturday, March 11 
the Mayor of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Barry Findlay formally 
opened the Tettenhall Trans¬ 
port Heritage Centre, in the 
former GWR Goods Depot at 
Tettenhall Station. 

And another new use had been 
found for a fine old building. 

When the railway through Tet¬ 
tenhall started, in 1913, the sta¬ 
tion was to be built in a meadow, 
the field after which the adjacent 
Meadow View Terrace was named. 

The station was actually built 
within the boundaries of Tet¬ 
tenhall Urban District Council, 
though the line criss-crossed Sme- 
stow Brook which was the bound¬ 
ary with Wolverhampton. 

Construction was halted by the 
First World War and the line did 
not open until 1925. 

Passenger services only ran for

seven years, though special trains 
often loaded with passengers at 
Tettenhall for day trips to the sea¬ 
side. The line became used mostly 
for coal and goods trains, serving 
as a by-pass to the Black Country. 

Evacuated 

When the Royal Show was 
held at Wrottesley Park in 1935, 
everything was delivered by train 
to Tettenhall, including hundreds 
of farm animals. 

In the war children, evacuat¬ 
ed from bigger cities, were taken 
to Tettenhall, and after D-Day 
casualty trains unloaded wounded 
soldiers to be taken to local hos¬ 
pitals. 

The line closed in 1965 and, 


after the rails were taken up, be¬ 
came the Smestow Valley linear 
park, with people able to walk and 
cycle to Wombourne and beyond. 

The Park Rangers used the 
station buildings, and the Goods 
Depot was used for storage. The 
station building was refurbished, 
and the car park built with EU 
money. 

Recently the Rangers moved 
out and Cupcake Lane Cafe 
opened in the station. The Goods 
Depot was taken over in 2014 by a 
volunteer-run charity and turned 
into the city’s first transport mu¬ 
seum, open every weekend free of 
charge. 

Now that it has been re-roofed, 
thanks to a large grant from the 
Ibstock-Cory Environmental 
Trust, the centre can welcome 
visitors to learn Wolverhampton’s 
rich transport heritage.

ANTHONY D’SA 

Consultant radiologist 



IT’S one of the top killers in 
the West Midlands but medic 
Anthony D’Sa hopes his work 
will help drastically reduce 
the number of people suffer¬ 
ing from the effects of heart 
disease. 

The consultant radiologist, who 
works for Sandwell and West Bir¬ 
mingham Hospitals NHS Trust, 
is responsible for running one of 
the leading Cardiac CT Services 
in the country, which has already 
made a tremendous difference to 
the imaging department. 

Anthony works alongside consult¬ 
ant cardiologist Dr Derek Connolly, to 
carrying out 1,200 Cardiac CT scans 
every year using a state-of-the-art ma¬ 
chine. 

He said: “Cardiac CTs have been 
performed at the Trust for five years 
now and I am honoured to be part of 
the service. 

“It is specialised and involves a 
cardiologist and radiologist working 
together to assess coronary artery dis¬ 
ease. 

Appropriate 

“The scanner produces detailed 
pictures of the heart which means we 
are able to diagnose a variety of heart 
conditions. 

“We are often able to tell the patient 
the result of the scan immediately, 
which enables us to commence appro¬ 
priate treatment straight away.” 

“My interest in imaging came after 
working in a radiology department 
whilst I was a medical student. 

“From there I decided I wanted to 
become a radiologist. It’s a fascinating 
field and I’m happy I chose it.” 

Anthony explained why he decided 
to take a job in the West Midlands 
after working in London: “I grew up in 
Birmingham and it’s a fantastic place 
to live and work. I know that heart 


disease is prevalent in the area and I 
wanted to help change that.” 

So what drives him at work? 

“I like to think that I make a differ¬ 
ence to patients,” he added. 

“When I am able to diagnose an un¬ 
usual case, which helps reveal a com¬ 
plicated condition at an early stage, I 
think that’s very rewarding. 

“This is particularly true for the 
work that we are doing with the Car¬ 
diac CT scans. Many other heart tests 
just assess the heart, but this test can 
assess the bones, lungs and blood ves¬ 
sels as well.” 

Anthony has set himself the chal¬ 
lenge to make the Trust’s Cardiac CT 
services one of the best in the country. 

He said: “I would like to see the ser¬ 
vice expand so we can serve more peo¬ 
ple who need this test.” 


A family man, Anthony enjoys 
spending time with his wife and two 
children. He particularly enjoys travel¬ 
ling and hopes to visit South America 
one day. 

He said: “I have been fortunate 
enough to travel and experience dif¬ 
ferent cultures in my life to date and 
really enjoyed the experience of visit¬ 
ing Nepal where although there is so 
little to live on, nevertheless the peo¬ 
ple always seem happy - that really 
impresses me.” 

Anthony’s very own hero is the late 
world famous boxer Mohammed Ali. 

He explained: “Mohammed Ali stood 
up for his rights in his own unique 
way, and this is one of the many rea¬ 
sons I find him inspirational, that and 
the fact I love boxing and he was the 
greatest!”

PLANS are in place to complete the final 
phase of a project to improve Crocketts 
Community Primary School in Smeth¬ 
wick. 

Sandwell Council rebuilt the state-of- 
the-art primary school on its new site in 
2009 in Coopers Lane, Smethwick. The 
rebuild costing just over £8million was 
initiated to replace the out-dated build¬ 
ing located round the corner on Crocketts 
Lane. 

Since then the school, rated as ‘Out¬ 
standing’ by Ofsted, has been extended 
to cater for an increased intake from 30 
to 60 children each year to keep up with 
the demand in school. 

The final phase of the project is now in 
full swing with plans to build a further 
classroom to cater for some extra pupils 
who joined the school last year. 

Councillor Simon Hackett, cabinet 
member for children’s services said: “This 
project is part of our continued commit¬ 
ment to ensure all children in Sandwell 
get one of their preferred choices when 
applying for a school place. 

“This ‘Outstanding’ school is doing a 
great job with children and families in the 
area so I know the extra room will be wel¬ 
comed to help them continue with this.” 

Building of the new classroom will start 
over the coming months its planned to be 
ready for staff and children to move into 
by September 2018. 


FOCUS ON SMETHWICK 


Legal travellers camp could 
be built as part of crackdown 


A HOLDING park for travellers is set to be 
built in Sandwell in a bid to tackle illegal 
camps that have plagued the borough. 

Visitors using the ‘temporary transit site’ ear¬ 
marked for derelict land opposite Black Patch Park 
in Smethwick would be charged £80 per caravan for 
a short stay, plus a £250 deposit for each group. 

Police would be given new powers to move travellers 


onto the site in a given time 
frame from unauthorised 
camps. Those who refuse 
to move to the transit site 
could be banned from the 
borough for three months. 

It would be the latest in¬ 
itiative launched to tackle 
travellers in the borough 
after new powers were given 
in January to evict them 
from council-run land in 24 
hours. The proposed move 
has been welcomed by po¬ 
lice and council bosses. The 
plans were due to be put 
forward to council bosses at 
the authority’s next cabinet 
meeting on March 22. 

Councillor Paul Moore, 
cabinet member for regen¬ 
eration, said: “By creating 
a transit site, the police can 
unlock additional legal pow¬ 
ers to order an unauthorised 
encampment to relocate to 
the transit site. Our hope is 
that this would significantly 
reduce the amount of money 
the council spends on clean¬ 
ing up after unauthorised 
encampments.“We would

be the only area in the West 
Midlands to be using these 
special police powers by pro¬ 
viding a transit site.” 

The site has been ear¬ 
marked for Boulton Road. 
Black Patch Park, which 
is opposite, saw around 50 
tonnes of illegal rubbish 
dumped by travellers in 
February, costing taxpayers 
£5,500 to clean up. 

Council bosses previously 
said they were also looking 
at transit sites in Oldbury 
and Tipton. The council has 
spent more than £250,000 
dealing with illegal camps 
since April 2016. The money 
has gone on clean-ups, site 
security, bailiffs and court 
costs. 

Residents living in Smeth¬ 
wick have expressed con¬ 
cern at the move. 

Rob Wilkes, from Perrott 
Street, said: “It’s not some¬ 
thing I would want to see if I 
looked out my window.” 



Firm lens a 
hand to view 
historic past 

IT LOOKS like you are star¬ 
ing through a time portal into 
a world of yesteryear when the 
Black Country was the beating 
heart of industrial Britain. 

This extremely rare black- 
and-white photograph is thought 
to have been taken on the yard of 
the historic Chance Glassworks 
in Smethwick, 100 years ago. 
And what makes the photograph 
even more special is the illusion 
created, as the image - which is 
reflected off a lighthouse lens - is 
actually upside down. 

The image has been shared by 
Mike Fenton, aged 55 and from 
Oldbury, who is a member of a 
campaign aiming to save and 
restore the historic site, which 
dates back to 1824. It is actually 
a photograph of a photograph. 
Mike took the shot at a fair held 
in Malvern. He said: “The set-up 
of the photograph seems to fit 
with other photographs and in¬ 
formation I have seen about the 
works from that era.” 

The glassworks site, at Spon 
Lane near the M5, is now largely 
derelict, but is subject to an am¬ 
bitious £25 million masterplan.

Mr Simon said: “For too long people 
have been ripped off because politi¬ 
cians in London have taken no inter¬ 
est in our transport here, while travel 
operators have put their own interests 
above those of the people using public 
transport. 

“The buses that we use are run 
by companies. The unwritten deal - 
struck by government three decades 
ago - was that the companies are given 
almost complete freedom to operate on 
our roads, roads that we pay for, in re¬ 
turn for good quality services at rea¬ 
sonable prices. 

Tariffs 

“But that deal between the compa¬ 
nies and the public has been broken, 
bus companies have been left to their 
own devices. Our buses - unclean, 
sometimes leaving people feeling un¬ 
safe, and always costing more - tell 
the story of the so-called ‘small things’ 
that are actually really big things. 

“We have over 20 different public 
transport tariffs, with people often 
paying more than they should - no 
wonder people feel like they’re being 
ripped off.” 

The price cap and freeze is the first 
part of Mr Simon’s West Midlands 
Transport Plan. It also includes the in¬ 
troduction of an integrated contactless 
payment system across the region’s 
public transport network, that in time 
will include all public transport.

Top town for 
illicit affairs 
is revealed 

STOURBRIDGE has been ranked 
the most adulterous town in the West 
Midlands in a new survey. 

The Infidelity Index, compiled by 
IllicitEncounters.com, mapped data 
from its 1.1 million members against 
each town’s adult population - in a 
bid to find the most adulterous towns 
and cities in the country. 

It is home to 738 adulterers, or 1.17 
per cent of the entire adult population 
is allegedly cheating. It wasn’t the 
only town from the region to feature 
in the top 140 towns, however. 

Halesowen was ranked 46th, Wal¬ 
sall 61st, Willenhall 77th, West Bro¬ 
mwich 87th, Dudley 88th, and Sutton 
Coldfield 133rd. 

According to the survey, the most 
adulterous town in the country was 
Royal Tunbridge Wells in Kent, 
while the town of Barry in Wales was 
ranked the least adulterous. 

IllicitEncounters spokesman Chris¬ 
tian Grant said: “People have had af¬ 
fairs since the dawn of time, but the 
last decade in particular has seen a 
large spike. 

“The site has grown exponentially, 
and it’s thanks to the turbulent econ¬ 
omy and increase in house prices that 
has left many people financially crip¬ 
pled, unable to divorce should their 
marriage hit the rocks. So, they seek 
the only other viable alternative that 
they have: an affair.”

Green oceans under threat 


THE sun is out, the sap is rising 
and spring is in the air. There’s 
nothing like a walk in the park 
on a crisp, sunny day. 

Be it the glorious Victorian fea¬ 
tures of Wolverhampton’s West Park, 
the ancient ruins of Priory Park in 
Dudley, or the lush woodland of 
Walsall’s famous arboretum, there 
is something wonderful about the 
green open spaces which define our 
county. 

“They are the lungs of the Black Coun¬ 
try,” says Councillor Mrs Hilary Bills, 
Dudley Council’s cabinet member for en¬ 
vironmental services, and secretary of the 
Friends of Hurst Green Park. 

“We are very fortunate in the Black 
Country,” she says. “We call it the Black 
Country, but we have got these oceans of 
green space.” 

But a recent report by MPs warns that 
many of these green oceans could be 
under threat if action is not taken soon. 

Decline 

The parliamentary local government 
select committee warned that Britain’s 
parks are at a ‘tipping point’, facing a 
period of severe decline, due to a combi¬ 
nation of funding pressures, weaknesses 
in the planning process, and a shortage 
of housing. It says more needs to be done 
to recognise the contribution parks make 
not just as a place of leisure, but to our 
mental and physical wellbeing. 

The report says more than 92 per cent 
of park budgets have been cut by local au¬ 
thorities, which are themselves struggling 
to balance the books due to reduced fund¬ 
ing from central government. 

The West Midlands has certainly not 
been immune from these pressures. Wol¬ 
verhampton Council has to make savings 
of £23.5 million over the next 2017/18 
financial year, while Walsall Council is 
looking to save £86 million over the next 
four years, and inevitably parks are down 
the list of priorities compared to statutory 
provision which local authorities have to 
provide by law. 

Walsall Council looked into scrapping 
cricket pitches and bowling greens in its 
parks, but ultimately rejected the propos¬ 
als after public consultation.

Councillor Bills says there have been 
huge pressures in Dudley, too. 

“Dudley has lost £258 million fund¬ 
ing since 2011, that’s a third of our total 
funding, and we have had to make staff 
reductions,” she says. 

“At the moment, the thing that is sav¬ 
ing us is our wonderful friends groups 
who are giving up their time volunteer¬ 
ing for the good of the community.” 

The MPs’ committee warns that the 


UK may not meet the UN’s Sustainable 
Development Goal in respective of safe 
and inclusive access to parks and green 
spaces by 2030. 

It calls on councils to produce stra¬ 
tegic plans that recognise the value of 
parks beyond leisure and recreation, 
and set out how they will be managed 
to maximise their contribution to wider 
local authority agendas, such as pro¬ 
moting healthy lifestyles, tackling social 


exclusion and managing flood risk. The 
plans could open up parks to support 
and funding from beyond their usual 
budgets and services areas, it adds. 

The National Trust says the commit¬ 
tee report is a “wake-up call”. 

“It is full of practical proposals that 
show the problem can be solved if we 
act together now, with an ambition and 
spirit that reflects people’s passion for 
parks,” says the trust’s Harry Bowell.

Lock-up for drug dealers 
linked to Johnson crew 



Narinderpal Sandhu Ravelle Hutchinson Anthony Johnson 


MEMBERS of a group linked 
to the notorious Johnson 
crew gang have been jailed 
after police smashed a drugs 
ring in the Black Country and 
Birmingham. 

Gang members have been 
locked for more than 30 years 
in total with £120,000 of class A 
drugs taken off the streets. 

Officers caught the group red- 
handed in possession of the drugs dur¬ 
ing a covert surveillance operation. 

Police have since welcomed the sen¬ 
tences saying that people’s lives had 
been ‘ruined by their criminal behav¬ 
iour’. 

Anthony Johnson, aged 32, from 
Preston Road, Winson Green; Ashfaq 
Ahmed, 37, from Grasmere Road, Win- 
son Green and Ravelle Hutchinson, 
20, from Clissold Street, Hockley, all 
pleaded guilty to offences including 
conspiracy to supply crack cocaine, 
conspiracy to supply heroin and money 
laundering. 

Obstructing 

They were sentenced to between five 
years and nine years imprisonment 
each at Birmingham Crown Court on 
March 6. 

Johnson was also banned from driv¬ 
ing for three years after he is released. 

Augustine Duruji, 42, from Abbey 
Close, West Bromwich, pleaded not 
guilty to the same offences and was 
handed a 10-year sentence. 

Fellow defendant, 31-year-old Jer¬ 
maine Tulloch, from Rockford Road, 
Great Barr, was found guilty of ob¬ 
structing a police officer after he threw 
cocaine worth almost £9,000 out of his 
car window when he was stopped in 
his car in June last year. 

He was given a one-year suspended 
sentence. 

Narinderpal Sandhu, 37, from Bell 


Street, Tipton, was given a community 
order after pleading guilty to money 
laundering. 

Detective Inspector James Mahon 
from the Regional Organised Crime 
Unit, said: “This was a major opera¬ 
tion to tackle the supply of drugs to 
the Winson Green, Smethwick and 
West Bromwich areas of the city and 
disrupt gang activity. 

“Thanks to our surveillance work 
we were able to catch these men in 


possession of drugs in their cars and 
at their home addresses and mount a 
successful prosecution against them. 

“Many lives could potentially have 
been ruined by their criminal behav¬ 
iour and we are delighted that, thanks 
to the sentences handed, out these of¬ 
fenders and the drugs they would have 
sold have been taken off the streets.” 

All the men were linked to the noto¬ 
rious Johnson crew gang, police have 
said.

There is not a specific 
law that says such agreements are 
binding. The courts are tending to 
uphold more of these that have been 
entered into before a marriage, but 
there is a long list of requirements 
that needs to have been met for the 
court to say that the agreement is 
binding. Two of those requirements 
are that there has been full financial 
disclosure by both parties and also 
that both parties have had their own 
legal advice. 


4. What about our children? When 
separating, it is often upsetting for 
parents to have to consider what 
happens to their children. It is always 
hoped that the parents can decide 
what is in the best interests of their 
children between themselves. If they 
can’t, the court will help them out 
and, if necessary, intervene. There 
are certain things that are helpful to 
know in these circumstances.

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“It’s mind-blowing,” he mutters softly, rolling his rings 
around his fingers as he speaks. 

“At the Brits two years ago, Jimmy Carr got up and 
made some crack about me having a meltdown, and 
I remember watching it, thinking, ‘I am a joke in this 
country, there’s no coming back from this’.

James credits his escape from the 
overcrowded pop scrapheap to a spirit forged 
through his unbalanced upbringing.

Music’s helped him cope with his 
anxiety, he says, and he wants to use his 
public platform to inspire others who feel 
overwhelmed. 

“I’m really passionate about it and 
I really care,” James explains. “My 
message to those that do have it 
[anxiety] is, I know regular things can 
be so difficult - going to the 
shop, just going outside - but 
I’m doing it. And I’m having 
to go out and be judged 
by it and by the world. So 
if I can travel to France

Filling an arena.. ? 


It's not Imnossible 


MELTDOWN 


H e’s the first to admit he 
could have ended up 
on the ‘scrapheap’ for 
good, but James Arthur is 
reclaiming his dreams. The 
singer talks to The Ticket 
about growing up, and why arena tours 
and a self-help book are up next. 

The night before the Brits last month, James tweeted 
that if anyone had told him a year ago he’d be up for two 
awards, his response would have been, ‘F**k off. 

And who could blame him? His tumultuous period after 
winning The X Factor back in 2012 was well-documented. 

He rowed with fellow musicians online, offended the 
LGBT community and got dropped by Syco, Simon 
Cowell’s record label. 

It all read like a tale of self-destruction, rather than one 
of music success. 

But now the Middlesbrough-born 29-year-old is back 
- and as far as surprise turnarounds go, he’s crafted a 
career-revival that bows down only to Craig David’s. He’ll 
bring his solo tour to plays Birmingham’s 02 Academy 
on Friday, March 24, and is on the line-up for V Festival in 
Weston Park in August. 

James may not have taken any gongs home from 
the Brits but says it was an ‘honour’ to be nominated. 
Before that, his sophomore album, Back From The Edge 
- released in October, shot to number one in the charts, 
as did lead single Say You Won’t Let Go; he’s back on the 
books at Syco, and has just started on a UK tour that runs 
throughout March. 


one person in history that they came back to, I like that 
that will be written, it’s a bit of an ego thing. 

“I felt like I had to prove myself to them, to let them 
know how good I am, how mature I’ve become and how 
much I’ve grown up.” 

For James, that sense of maturity means having more 
diplomacy when dealing with the label’s A&R - those 
responsible for looking after musicians and their output. 

“I’d never experienced A&R before and it p***ed me 
off. I hated A&R. I was like, ‘Don’t tell me how to make 
music, I’ve just won The X Factor, have a bit of faith in 
me - I’m James Arthur, I’m the best thing that’s ever come 
from this show. I’m gonna make you a lot of money’,” he 
admits. 

“But that’s not how it works. If you’re signed to a major 
label, you have an A&R, they do have to give opinions 
and if I was left to structure songs, we’d have eight- 
minute, obscure left-of-centre tracks.” 

He’s pleased that Back From The Edge’s success 
means he can now perform some different songs live. No 
doubt his fans felt the same; James’s UK tour sold out in 
just over 10 minutes. 

“We could’ve done arenas this time,” he says, “but I’m 
happy because I love to do those packed out rooms.” 

If his current winning streak continues, he’ll be playing 
those arena tours in no time...

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Rock stalwarts spring back 
after release of album Winter 


STALWARTS of the alternative rock 
scene for more than 35 years, New 
Model Army are back with a tour 
that brings them to Bilston’s Robin 2 
venue on Saturday. 

The tour comes after releasing latest album 
Winter with customary contrariness at the 
height of last summer. 

Formed by Justin Sullivan in Bradford in 
1980, New Model Army’s beginnings were 
inspired by punk rock and the incendiary 
atmosphere of the times. 

Since then, they have had a long, creative 
and eventful journey. They have been 
massively influential in post-punk, folk-rock, 
political-rock, goth, metal and all kinds of 


musical sub-cultures but have steadfastly 
refused to belong to any club that would have 
them as members. 

NMA have built up an almost religious 
devotion amongst fans. Having grasped early 
on that the Internet was going to revolutionise 
the music industry, from the mid-1990s 
they set out on the now fashionable wholly 
independent path of controlling all aspects of 
their output.

Rio gives a revealing insight 
into his personal life 


R io Ferdinand looked amazed 
when he sat down to address 
academics at Oxford Union a 
couple of years ago. 

He’d spent nights worrying about 
the content of his speech, 
wondering if he had any common 
ground with the students. Then he 
realised they were all people that 
excelled in their field. 

“I always knew from a young age 
that I wanted to be the best,” he told 
them. So he set his sights on Man 
United, and wound up fulfilling his 
goal. Pun intended. 

Fear of failure is what drove Rio 
on. From West Ham he moved to 
Leeds United “for a small amount of 
money” and became captain within 
a couple of months. 

By the time he was playing at the 
World Cup in Japan, it was clear 
he’d impressed Alex Ferguson, who 
decided to take him to Manchester 
United. 

Being an acclaimed footballer was 
a dream come true for Ferdinand. 
Little wonder his rags-to-riches story 
inspired many. 


With a successful career and 
more than a few quid in the bank, he 
seemed to have it all, including a 
happy marriage to Rebecca and 
three kids, Lorenz, Tate, and Tia. 

The couple had met while he was 
playing for West Ham United in the 
late 1990s. By 2009 they married in 
the Caribbean, and everything 
seemed perfect. 

Then Rebecca received news that 
she had cancer; her life expectancy 
was believed to be between two 
and five years. 

Alas the cancer was a lot more 
rapid and the family’s world was 
turned upside down in May 2015 
when she passed away, aged just 34. 

In this moving documentary, Rio 
meets other families coping with 
bereavement, and looks at what 
help is available for parents and 
children who have experienced loss 
to move on with their lives. 

“I don’t think I’ve grieved 
properly,” he explains. “I’ve not 
given myself that time to sit down 
and really flush everything out and 
go through it.” 


Here Rio explores ways of 
managing grief, including his own, 
and discovers the only way parents 
can help their kids move on with 
their lives is for them to begin to 
rebuild their own first. 

Obviously Ferdinand is not alone; 
every day in the UK, around 75 men 
under 50 become widowers. This 
documentary offers viewers a 
broader insight into how young 
husbands and fathers cope with 
grief as the former soccer star 
speaks to other bereaved men who 
share their experiences. 

By examining the issues around 
grief, the stigma men often face in 
displaying and discussing their 
emotions, and discovering some of 
the ways people cope with loss, the 
film highlights the other obstacles 
bereaved men have to overcome. 

“Rio Ferdinand has courageously 
allowed the cameras to follow him in 
this revealing and immensely 
personal documentary exploring 
the complexities of grief,” explains 
Alison Kirkham, the BBC’s 
Controller of Factual 
Commissioning and Events.

Say hello to the new and mildly improved Seat 
Leon Cupra 300. There’s a small bump in power 
from 286bhp to 296bhp, but the more noticeable 
figure is the increase in torque, now 380Nm from 
350Nm. 

The other major talking point is the move from 
front-wheel drive to four-wheel drive for the estate - 
Seat says the system isn’t on the hatchback models 
because of development costs but is probably also 
partly because VW-owned Seat doesn’t want to step 
on the Golf R’s toes. (That’s a 296bhp four-wheel 
drive hot hatch too, after all.) 

Elsewhere changes are few and far between, but 
that’s no bad thing because the Seat Leon Cupra has 
always been a stonking little hot hatch. Dynamically 
there are some small improvements to the chassis, 
while the full LED headlights are all-new, too. 

As the fun-loving, youth-orientated horse in the 
VW stable, Seat has long been known for having 
more interesting styling than its more conservative 
relatives, something that’s continued in the angular

facelifted Leon. The Cupra can be specced with bright 
orange wheels, orange wing mirrors and an orange 
badge on the boot - imagine a Golf coming with that 
lot from the factory! 

Sporty touches to the Cupra such as half-Alcantara 
seats help make the Leon Cupra 300 an exciting 
prospect to drive the second you drop behind the 
wheel, though. And with the performance on offer it 
more than delivers. The estate variant offers much 
improved practicality over the hatchback models 
thanks to an impressively sized boot - 587 litres with 
the seats up, 1,470 litres with them down. 

Driving down a fun road there’s next-to-no difference 
between this and the three- or five-door models, 
which makes the estate a more logical choice. It’s 
only about £1,000 more than the hatch without four- 
wheel drive, which adds another couple of grand to 
the RRP. 

For families looking for an all-in-one, fun family car, 
the ST Cupra makes fantastic sense. Loads of boot 
space and plenty of room for the kids makes it ideal 
for the school run, while the performance on offer 
means the drive home won’t be dull either. 

To keep it simple, there’s only one engine with 
one power output. It’s a 2.0-litre TSI unit that makes 
296bhp and 380Nm of torque. The only variations 
come in the form of the body styles - SC (three-door), 
5 Door, and ST (estate) - and the choice of a six- 
speed manual or six-speed DSG automatic gearbox. 

The engine’s an impressive unit, offering more than 
enough performance for road driving while still being 
exciting during a brief, stint on track. Its only drawback 
is a slight lack of character. 

In front-wheel drive guise, torque steer is even less 
apparent than before - despite the hike in power and 
torque - thanks to the clever mechanical differential 
used by the Leon to put its power into the road. 

We spent the bulk of our time in the four-wheel drive, 
which offers extra security when accelerating out of 
corners but is way less characterful than the front- 
wheel drive version. 

Its two-wheel drive sibling is much more fun, much 
more adjustable and should be the car of choice for 
keen drivers. Couple this to the mostly excellent DSG 
automatic and you’ve got your perfect Leon Cupra. 

As can be expected of a manufacturer’s 
performance halo model, the specification is 
impressive. Driver-focused aids include a launch 
control mode for automatic, four-wheel drive cars, 
while the electronic stability aids can be fully switched 
off if the driver desires. 

As a fun family car the Seat Leon Cupra 300 is hard 
to beat.

SsangYong is another of Korea’s car makers which is 
increasingly making in-roads into the European car 
market. 

It has a long history of making 4x4 vehicles - including 
Jeeps for the US military in the 1960s - so with the 
current surge in demand for SUVs the company has 
never had a better opportunity. It has responded with 
the launch of the Tivoli (in standard and long wheelbase 
versions) which is a strong competitor in the compact 
SUV sector, particularly in terms of value for money. 

Now the larger Korando has had a welcome upgrade, 
and with prices from £16,250 - admittedly for a front 
wheel drive only model - it’s again the value card which 
makes it worth a serious look. 

The biggest change is the adoption of a larger, 2.2 litre 
turbo diesel across the range with 178bhp. Like its 2.0 
litre predecessor, it’s a Mercedes unit as are the gearbox 
choices - six-speed manual or automatic. 

All but the two cheapest versions come with four- 
wheel drive. It’s a “torque on demand” system whereby 
power is diverted to the back if the electronics detect 
any slippage at the front. It’s more common than the

traditional transfer box system but actually effective on 
slippery roads (or off them, come to that). 

The official fuel average is 53.3mpg (138g/km) for the 
two-wheel drive versions, and 48.7mpg (152g/km) for the 
four wheel drive manual. 

The test car was the £22,750 ELX, which is the only 
version available with the six-speed auto box. Official fuel 
consumption falls to 41.5mppg (I managed 36) with a 
C02 emissions figure of 177g/km. 

The autobox is fast and responsive so the Korando 
has no problem tackling the 0 to 62mph sprint in under 
10 seconds. It is equally impressive in terms of in-gear 
acceleration and on the Korando can be switched from 
eco to power to winter modes at the touch of a button. 

Ride comfort and noise levels are improved on this 
latest model, too. The suspension is, of necessity for off¬ 
road forays, fairly bulky and firm, but those familiar with 
4x4s of even a decade ago will be surprised by how well 
the Korando handles on the road. 

While in size terms it’s not in the Discovery league, the 
Korando’s size, price tag and equipment levels makes it 
highly competitive when considered against rival SUVs, 
particularly when in many cases you have to go for a top 
of the range version to get four-wheel drive at all. 

The interior is roomy and practical, easily capable of 
accommodating five adults and 480 litres of luggage 
(that increases to 1,312 litres with the rear seats folded). 
Roof rails are standard, too. 

One of the reasons for the Korando’s low price is the 
fact that it’s not one but three vehicles - it also comes as 
a van and a pick-up. But you can see where other cost- 
savings have been made in the interior plastics although 
SsangYong has made an attempt to improve the 
ambience with the use of different shades and textures. 

That’s not necessarily a criticism as it has some 
advantages in addition to keeping prices down. For 
example, if you want a working vehicle, or if you carry 
dogs, for example, it’s an awful lot easier to keep clean. 

Rear parking sensors (a camera on the ELX), tyre 
pressure monitoring, fog lights, LED running lights, front, 
side and curtain airbags, electronic stability programme, 
hill start assist and anti-rollover protection are also 
standard. All versions have power-operated folding (and 
heated) mirrors, cruise control and a heated windscreen. 

All but the basic models have a seven-inch touch 
screen controller, with Bluetooth connectivity and satnav, 
atop the centre console and the audio controls are 
duplicated as thumb switches on the steering wheel. 
SsangYong has been attempting to make an impact on 
UK and European markets since the early 1990s, when 
it signed up to a technology partnership with Mercedes- 
Benz. It’s fair to say it’s been an uphill struggle, but with 
competent and highly competitive new models like 
the Tivoli and now the latest Korando, it seems like the 
company’s sales drive is now, at the very least getting 
into second gear.

Strong relay squad 
is Bahamas bound 

BLACK COUNTRY athletes Jarryd Dunn and Matthew Hudson-Smith 
have been selected by Great Britain to take part in the World Relay Cham¬ 
pionships in the Bahamas next month. 

Dunn, aged 25, from Brownhills, and Hudson-Smith, 22, from Lanesfield, 
Wolverhampton, have both been selected in a full-strength 4x400m squad 
for the event in Nassau.

Performance director for British Athletics Neil Black said: “We are tak¬ 
ing these championships incredibly seriously, something we have shown by 
selecting our best possible teams. 

“I am looking for the team to grasp this opportunity and make a big 
statement of intent in The Bahamas.” 

He added: “Our primary focus is firmly on the 4x100m and the 4x400m 
competitions - the events where we intend to be challenging for medals at 
London 2017.” 


No baize of glory as 
Evans loses title bid 

DUDLEY snooker ace Reanne Evans saw her bid for a 12th Women’s World 
Snooker Championship ended by her old foe Ng On Yee. 

Evans lost at the semi-final stage to the Hong Kong player, describing her 
5-4 defeat as ‘shocking’ on social media. 

Evans, aged 31, has won the world title 11 times, including for 10 consec¬ 
utive years from 2005 until 2014. The 2015 title was claimed by Yee - who 
had beaten Evans in the last four. But Evans gained revenge in last year’s 
final. 

She had cruised through to the semi-finals after defeating Germany’s 
Diana Schuler 4-0 in the last 16 before despatching Thailand’s Siriphaporn 
Nuanthakhamjan 4-1 in the quarter-finals - the only frame she had dropped 
up to that point. 

In her quarter-final, Yee had struggled past Waratthanun Sukritthanes 
- the conqueror of Netherton’s Maria Catalano in the last 16 - to win 4-3. 

But she edged past Evans in the semi. 

After coming unstuck, Evans: “Well that performance was shocking - 
threw it away #disgusted #itsonlyagame.” 


Eggington handed 
European title shot 

STOURBRIDGE boxing star Sam Eggington has been handed a shot at a 
European title. The 23-year-old welterweight will take on Ceferino Rod¬ 
riguez for the Spaniard’s EBU belt at The Barclaycard Arena on May 13. 

Eggington is aiming to continue his ascent in the sport after notching up 
the most impressive victory of his career earlier this month with an eighth- 
round stoppage of two-weight world champion Paulie Malignaggi. 

Already a mandatory challenger for the EBU belt, Eggington’s clash with 
Ceferino was last week confirmed as chief support for a show topped by 
Birmingham fighter Kal Yafai’s first defence of his WBA super flyweight 
crown. 

Ceferino has suffered just one defeat in a 25-fight professional career and 
will pose a test for Eggington, who has reeled off three straight wins after 
losing his British title to Bradley Skeete last March. 

“I had to learn a lot after Skeete,” said Eggington, who rose through the 
ranks as an amateur at War ley Boxing Club. “I have real hunger back after 
losing to Skeete and this is massive for me as I never thought I’d reach 
this level.” 
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PFA chief 
should quit, 
says Dawn 

THE daughter of Baggies legend Jeff 
Astle has called for the chief executive 
of the Professional Footballers’ Associa¬ 
tion to resign to let a ‘fighter’ take over. 

Dawn Astle has lobbied Gordon Taylor 
for years to look into the link between 
football and dementia. 

The PFA insists it is fully committed’ 
to funding independent research and is 
not passing the buck, but Dawn remains 
unsatisfied. 

Her father died from a degenerative 
brain disease, at the age of 59, caused by 
heading footballs. 

On Monday night, a tense January 
meeting between the pair, which ended 
with Dawn storming out, was broadcast 
on BBC One’s Inside Out. 

Dawn said: “It’s absolutely dreadful. I 
feel let down by him. We get really angry 
about it because their whole existence is 
about player welfare. Out of everybody 
they should be doing it. 

“When you’re a footballer and you join 
the PFA you’re a member for life. 

“He’s already told me they’ve been in¬ 
undated by calls from families of former 
footballers about dementia.I don’t think 
they’ve done enough in the 15 years 
since dad died.” 

In the meeting, the PFA chief said: 
“We’ve got a fraction of the resources 
of the Premier League, the Football 
League, the FA and FIFA. But I’m not 
passing the buck.” 

But Taylor, who has held his posi¬ 
tion since 1981, reportedly earns over 
£3.3million a year - and that argument 
rang hollow for Dawn. 

Dawn added “He’s got this whop¬ 
ping salary. The PFA is crying out for 
a fighter, not someone who dodges the 
questions. If he can’t do it, if he hasn’t 
got the will for whatever reason then he 
should go and they should replace him 
with someone who is a fighter.” 

£iOm Baggies buy 
Livermore buzzing 
over England call 

‘BUZZING’ Jake Livermore says his 
England call-up has boosted his confi¬ 
dence - and given his Baggies career a 
shot in the arm. 

The 27-year-old central midfielder, a 
£10m signing for the Baggies, was keen 
to get a chance against either Germany 
or Lithuania, and in turn hopes to stay 
in Gareth Southgate’s thoughts. 

Livermore said Tony Pulis had bro¬ 
ken the news to him at Albion’s training 
ground last week. He added playing for 
his country would be ‘special’ after the 
past two years he’s had. 

“It certainly gives you a nice buzz,” 
Livermore said. “It gives you that added 
confidence. To be honest my main focus 
was trying to cement a place in this team 
and do well for my club. 

“Anything on top of that was a bonus. 
If you look at where I’ve come from in 
the last 18 months or two years it would 
be a special moment.” 

In 2015, Livermore tested positive for 
cocaine but he escaped the usual two- 
year FA ban because of mitigating cir¬ 
cumstances. He had turned to the drug 
after his son died during birth.

Aiming to steel a march on rivals 


Albion 3 Arsenal 1 

AGE may have mellowed the 
rivalry that once fiercely bub¬ 
bled away, but the contrasting 
styles still remain. 

Tony Pulis versus Arsene Wenger 
has been one of the all-time battles of 
footballing philosophies in the Premier 
League, the polar opposites of hard 
chalk and gourmet cheese. 

Pulis has had plenty of success against Wenger 
in the past but he’s arguably never done a num¬ 
ber on the French architect quite like this, writes 
Matt Wilson. 

Albion had just 23 per cent possession but they 
had more shots than the Gunners - and four 
times as many on target. They dealt Arsenal a 
lesson in frugality and showed them how to make 
the most of the ball when you have it. 

The visitors may have kept possession for long 
periods and probed at the Baggies back-line over 
and over again, but they rarely got in behind. 

Delivering 

James McClean had a hand in all three of the 
goals, winning the corner for the first - scored by 
Craig Dawson, cutting inside and finding Nacer 
Chadli to set up the second for Hal Robson-Kanu 
and delivering the corner himself for the third, 
Dawson’s second goal of the day. 

The defender’s goals were Albion’s 18th and 
19th of the season from set-plays. No team has 
scored more and it was a reward for the training 
ground sessions that focused on Arsenal’s zonal 
marking. 

Before this game, owner Guochuan Lai had 
never seen Albion win. Since he bought a major¬ 
ity stake in the club for £175million last summer 
he’s been to the home games against Everton, 
Tottenham, the two Manchester clubs, and now 
Arsenal. 

He likes the big games. Unfortunately for him, 
Albion’s record against the top seven had been 
hitherto dismal. 

But their first win of the season against a top- 
seven team removes any grumbles about down¬ 
ing tools, and ends that awful record against sides 
above them. It also leaves them two wins away 
from their record haul in the Premier League.
